In a two-and-a-half hour 
hearing last night, amid 
mild

scattered 
pro­ 
tests, the Falls Township 
Board of Supervisors took 
under advisement t h r e e 
proposed ordinances. 


About 50 people turned out at 
the township building for the hear­ 
ing. 


The ordinances would: 


—Amend the historical zoning 
code by limiting the powers of 
the Board of Historic Review, 
making it an advisory board only. 


—permit 
travel 
trailers 
and 
boats and 
boat trailers to be 
parked in residential aeas from 
April I to Sept. 30. 


—make it illegal for persons to 
sell alcoholic beverages to min­ 
ors anywhere in the township, 
and for minors to buy or possess 
such beverages anywhere in the 
township. 


( ode Is Illegal 


In the hearing on the amend­ 
ment to 
the 
historical 
zoning 
code, 
the 
supervisors 
admitted 
their original code, adopted in 
Nov. 1962, was illegal since it did 
not conform to the provisions of 
a state act regulating historical 
districts. 


The am enrment. they said, was 
to bring the code in line with the 
state regulations. 


Milton Berkes, chairman of the 
supervisors, at the outset stressed 
the change was necessitated by 
the 1962 error and not a political 
move “as some have alleged.” 


To Alter Powers 


In the present code the board of 
review has final powers in deter­ 
mining who shall build or make 
additions in the historical district 
of Fallsington. The amendment 
would change the name of the 
board to the Board of Historical 
Architectural Review and limit 
its powers. 


The new7 
board 
could 
advise 
and counsel the supervisors, but 
the supervisors would have final 
say. After receiving the recom­ 
mendations from the new review 
board, the supervisors would hold 
a public hearing before rendering 
a decision. The rest of the code 
would be unchanged.

WASHINGTON (IPI) - 
The House Ways & Means 
Committee voted 19 to 4 
today to cut everybody’s 
income taxes starting Jan. 
I. 


The tax rate reductions—recom­ 
mended by President Kennedy— 
would average 20 per cent and 
cost the Treasury $9.5 billion in 
revenue when fully effective on 
Jan. I, 1965. 


The net tax relief would aver­ 
age less than 19 per cent. Sav­ 
ings for some taxpayers would 
be reduced by tax-tightening pro­ 
visions. This probably would hold 
the net revenue loss from indivi­ 
dual tax relief below $9 billion. 


Still facing the committee were 
showdown votes on the President’s 
recommendations for reductions 
in corporation tax levies. Ken­ 
nedy’s over-all tax program is de­ 


signed to provide net reductions 
of $10.6 billion for both indivi­ 
duals aud corporations. 


In today’s committee action on 
individual tax rates the closest 
vote cam e on a Republican move 
to m ake the second stage of the 
two-stage tax reduction contingent 
upon the size of the national debt 
on July I, 1964. 


This motion was defeated on a 
13 to 12 vote. It was offered by 
Rep. Howard H. Baker, R-Tenn., 
and supported by all of the other 
nine Republicans. Two of the 15 
Democrats jumped party traces 
to support the motion. 


Earlier, 
Republican 
congres­ 
sional 
leaders expressed doubt 
that a tax cut would be enacted 
by Congress this year. 


Committee Democrats general­ 
ly were enthusiastic over the cen­ 
tral feature of the adm inistra­ 
tion’s revised tax-cutting plan. It

reductions averaging 20 per cent 
in the tax rates levied on in­ 
comes of individuals.
